Thi 
Terror, which they have drefs‘d up in the moft formi- 
dable ne ireurmftances, by falfe Mujlcrs of the 
French King’s Forces, Mock Audits of his Revenues, Ima- 
ginary Lifts of his Peopl:, Fairy Maps of his Country, 
and ite Dreams of shes -dntentions, has been the Scare- 
crow of Utrecht ever fince the Congrefs commenc’d : 
Now. that Noifé is pretty well hufh’d by a General 
Peace, which feems to want nothing but .a fair Wind to 
bring the certain Blefling home to us, and when all the 
Allies thall have owned, in the Face of Europe, the Ju- 
fice and Equity of Her Britannick Mujefy's Meafures, 
and the Reafonablenefs of thoft Securiti¢s She has ob- 
tained for them, by Her Arms and Her Copsieds ; the 
Vibys will be fo far from joining with the Datch or the 
Honfe of Aujiria in thefe Sentiments, or from - taking

Their Malice is indeed in its 
Docker, and run down to its laft Dreggs ; but tho’ its 
Efforts are. weak and impoteht, yet by repeating the 
Struggle, prove a moft inveterate Spirit fill re- 
maining in the Lees, not quite exhaufted, and full of 
raging Defire, tho’ vaftly unequal to’its Power and exe= 
¢ntive Faculties. ‘There is fomething fo little in their 
Defigns, fo unlike their former Handy-work, fuch bung- 
ling Mifchief ; that ‘tis unaccountable they fhould fore- 
go the receiv'd Charatter of their Underftanding, only 

“to give a Proof of their more ftrenuous Zeal in the 
“Caufe of Civil Diffention ; when no Mortal, who can 
look back upon paft Experiments, has the leaft reafon 
to undervalue or call in queftion their Parts and Profi- 
ficiency in that noble Sciénce. 

Their fir# adventurous Undertaking was, to prevail 
upon the Dutch not to Sign the Peace, but after the 
Emperor. This Point they labour’d for fom Months 
at the Hague, asa Matter of extraordinary Importance ; 
tho’ all they can be fupposd to drive ar, was only a 
referve for Calumny and Defamation: They wanted a 
Hint to cry down their own Country, and reprefent the 
Emperor as a better Ally to Holland than Her Majefty ; 
in direst oppofition to clear Fact, and the Obfervation 
of all Ewrope. Even the groffeft German Stupidity 
could never fate digefted this Crude, Ml-feafoned Un- 
truth ; which, had it prevailed, would have ferv'd ‘to 
ftuff a Ream or two of Whig-Pampblets, and fupply 
their Hurkers by Word outh with Cant andClamour, 
when every other ‘Refuge fail’d them, and they were 
miferably reduced to the fatal Choice of Silence or Ac- 
knoxledgment, 

After they were beaten from this Hold, they re- 
doubled their Importunities with their Dstch Fnends 
upon a new Propofal ; and rather than give out in the 
glorious Enterprize af difgracing their own Country, 
as if Penitence had been the fame thing with Guile, 
they would have compounded for the bare Merit of their 
Fir Undertaking, by enfuring the Succefs of the Se- 
cond ; and therefore prefled the Dutch not to Sign.the 
fame Day with Her Mayeffy, but to’ defer their concur- 
rence for fome time ; and here they fell in their De- 
mands, to the poor Piriance of four Days only: To 
fuch Mifery was theit Fafton reduced, for an Expedient 
to make a fhort-liv’d Difference between the Allies, and’ 
exprefs their own rebellious Refolutions to go on, in 
thwarting the Meafures of their natural Sovereign! The 
Intention of this wretched PrejeSt-was, to eftablith an- 
other Fund for Clamour, and open a new Source of 
Scandal : We fhould then have betel * Id, in the ufual 
Language of their Underlings, That the Dutch were 
betray'd, and forc’d to come in upon abfolute neceffiry : 
That the Peace was Separate, as they had Propbecied ; 
and that our be/? Allies, were at laft obliged to take up 
with only a Saving Game. Their Engineers in Par/———~ 
would have been full ‘d on this occafion, and dif- 
gorg’d their Vollies of Complaints and Grievances 
againft the Crown and Miniffry : The Prefs would have 
anfwer'd with its Swall-/bot ; and the Peace had been 
diftob’d of one half of its Glory, only becaufe the Whigs 
were improv'd in fuccefsful Wickednefs. 

I am in fome Doubr with my felf, whether the Jx- 
frrious Perfon ftefiding at Aix la Chappelle, whom the 
Whigs, in Juftice to his Merit, are pleas’d to call Exile, 
ought to be robb’d of his Share of the Glory in nego- 
tiating thefe important Articles. Such a paultry piece 
of Revenge upon his Qween, bears a nice proportion 
to bis boafted rvices. and bis Fa&tion have con- 
fpired to load Her with the whole Burden of the Treaty, 
as well as of the War ; and whilft be ‘affum’d the Glory 
of the Field, be made a handfome return, by leaving 
Her all the Difhonour that bis vaft Forefight had affixed 
to the conclufion of the Peace. When I fee the Prince 


prove as Grateful to the Humfe of Aafria, as the’ Dute 
has been to the Fmily of the Stuarts, | hall conclude 
his Charaéter to be at the‘height, and incapable of fr. 
ceiving any agSravations of Honour, from the Blazonry

Their other weildaid Contrivance was, to hurry the 
Preparations for War, and pufh the opening of the 
Campaign ; in hopes, that the French would “ victo- 
rious, and fo far diftrefs the Grand Alliance, as to oblize 
Great Britain, when thé C:/fation expir’d, to bring back 
her victorious Troops to their Affiftance: Or, if thar 
Projest fail'd, they had a Handle for fomenting Diy}. 
fions at home; and throwing all things into Contufion, 
which is the Seafon and Harveft of their Withes. Hence

of the Prince of Sa -y, and the Motion of the 
French Troops, for attempting, as they call’d it, aCip 
declat. Vf the Affair of Denzin were fifted to the bor- 
tom, | believe it would be found to have turn’d upon the 
fame wretched Self-denying Principle in Politicks: Fo, 
tho’ the falfe Steps were notorious and undifguis'd, yer 
the Earl of Al-—-——le never wrote to the Hugue to 
excufe Prince Eug—, in return for the Prince’s fo gene. 
roufly excufing his Lord/hip. Thefe defperare Meafures, 
which carry with them fo many Images of Horror, 
the real aggrandizement of the French, the fener of 
our Allies, and the immediate Ruin of the Liberties of 
Europe, look rather like Starts of Frenzy, than the 
fettled Refolves of reafonable Creatures ; and are a full 
conviction to fatisfy us, at whofe Expence they are wil- 
ling to allay their Thirft of Vengeance ; and on how 
large a heap of Ruins they would rebuild the Bebe of 
their Pride. 
When the Peace has diflipated thefe vain unnatural 
Efforts, fuch of our Allies, as have been allur’d or ter- 
rified by this. infolent Crew, once Formidable and ever 
Treacherous, into an Opinion of their Power, and the 
Necefflity of obliging them, will then be delivered from 
thac miftake, will fhake off the Viper, and leave them 
to the Fuftice of \Hijfory, and a Fate they may very well 
compound for, the Contempt of Pofterity. After fuch 
a Defertion, it will be time for them ‘to disband: They 
may talk + an of keeping up their Old Alliance, 
the War be at an end ; but fome ftirring Potencate 
muft open a new'Scene of Mifchief, before we {hill
